CREMATING THE DEAD. 


Almost the first thing done was to 
make preparations for cremating the 
dead. Fatigue parties ef soldiers built 
enormous pyres of wood and branches 
of trees, upon which they heaped the 
bodies by scores and burned them as 
rapidly as porsible. To facilitate 
combustion and destroy as far as pos- 
| sible the awful odor of the burning 
flesh, the impromptu crematories were 
heavily soaked with coal tar and pe- 
troleum. 

The total number is now estimated 
at fully 30,000. 

The disaster took place within 
thirty seconds, and in that half minute 
the vast majority of all these people 
were killed. It is supposed, for there 
is nobody living, apparently, to tell 
the exact facts, that there was sud- 
denly shot down from the mountain a 
great sheet of fame, accompanied by a 
terrible gaseous whirlwind and flashes 
of lightning. precisely such as are now 
reported as playing about the summit 
of La Soufriere on the Island of St. 
Vincent. 

HEAPS OF RUINS. 

The latest information received here 
is that the entire quarters of the fort 
and of the Carbet districts of the city 
are completely wrecked, forming heaps 
upon heaps of ruins covered thickly 
over with ashes, cinders and masses of 
mud and lava commingied.

RECOVERING TREASURE. 


SAVED BY DIVING. 

One captain in relating his escape, 
saye he managed to dive his lite by 
repeatedly diving. He was an expert 
swimmer, and was able to remain under 
water for a considerable length of 
time. He returned again and again to 
the surface, barely exposing his face 
for a moment or two to the terrific 
heat, and thus getting enough breath 
for another long dive. 


PELEE’S OUTBREAK. 


Ever since April 23- last, the moun- 
tain which finally wrought all the 
havoc, has been manifesting disquiet- 
ing symptoms. A great column of 
smoke kept mounting from it, and 
there were from time to time showers 
of ashes and cinders falling. Finally, 
on May 5, there was a terrific eruption, 
which hurled into the air vast vol- 
umes of mud, which completely swal- 
lowed up the Guerin sugar factory, 
which stood near the River Blanche. 

The first that was known here at 
Fort de France of the disaster was at 
8 o'clock in the morning of May 8. 
At that hour there suddenly spread 
over the town of Fort de France a 
thick cloud of smoke, cinders and 
ashes, which came from the direction 
of St. Pierre. The cloud swept over 
the city with terrifying swiftness, turn. 
ing the bright daylight into the dark- 
ness of night with hardly a moment's 
warning. From this cloud a rain of 
rocks and ashes poured upon the town 
and threw the entire population into 
the wiidest panic. 

SEA SWEPT BACK. 

The sea suddenly swept back in a 
great wave for a distance between 
fifty and sixty feet. and vessels fas- 
tened to the wharves were set crash- 
ing against each other with great 
force. Then a great wave swept in and 
out from shore and finally the waters 
settled down to their normal level. 

Everybody now knew what had hap- 
pened; Mont Pelee, which had been 
so long ominously threatening, had at 
last broken out in appalling eruption.

“We believe from the information 
received here from the Island of Mar- 
tinique (meaning. doubtless, the offi- 
cial dispatches) that the disaster sur- 
passes all that imagination can con- 
ceive. The whole northern portion of 
the island is laid waste. Three large 
| communities, exelusive of St. Pierre, 
have destroyed. The victims 
comprise two candidates for today's 
ballotage for members of the Cham- 
ber of Deputies.” 

A dispatch received here today from 
Fort de France, Martinique, says: 

“All the hills surrounding Le Cerbet 
and Le Precheur (near St. Pierre) are 
covered with refugees to the number 
of about 5000, who are being taken 
away gradually. In the mean while 
provisions are being conveyed to them. 

“Of the thirty persons who were orig- 
inally rescued by the French cruleer 
Suchet, the majority were fearfully 
burned, and nine died while on their 
way to the hospital. 

The corpses which are heaped on the 
ruins of St. Pierre are not only com- 
pletely naked, but are frightfully mu- 
tilated.”’ 

HEAPS OF SMOKING RUINS. 

The Minister of Marine, M. de Lanes- 
san, today received a cable dispatch 
from the commander of the French 
crulser Suchet, dated Fort de France. 
Martinique, saying that he conducted 
a search at St. Pierre yesterday. The 
captain reports the town is now a 
mere heap of smoking ruins. under 
which the victims of the catastrophe 
are buried. The Suchet was able to 
convey some of the inhabitants of Le 
Precheur to Fort de France, but could 
not reach the northernmost part of 
the island on account of the dense rain 
of ashes. 

The captain of the Suchet further re- 
ported that the Mont Pelee volcano 
still had a threatening aspect yester- 
day evening. Subterranean roarings 
were still heard, flashes of flame fre- 
quently belched from the volcano, and 
stones Were thrown out with Immense 
force.

Eighteen Ships in the Roadstead Set 
on Fire or Sunk—Streets Paved With 
| Bodies of Dead People. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

POINT-A-PITRE (Guadeloupe) May 

11.—{Exclusive Dispatch.] The Ameri- 
can Consul went on board the French 
warship Suchet, which came here from 
Martinique, and gathered from an of- 
ficer of the cruiser and from the first 
mate of the steamer Roraima, who was 
rescued by the Suchet, some details of 
the destruction of St. Pierre by vol- 
canic eruption and the terrible loss of 
life. These men say that a whirlwind 
of steam, boiling hot mud and fire 
swept the city of St. Pierre and the 
roadstead emirly Thursday morning. 
Eighteen vessels, including the Ror- 
aima, the French bark Jamaya and 
tour American vessels, were set on fire 
or sunk. Every house in the city was 
destroyed. 

An officer of the Suchet went ashore, 
but was unable to penetrate the town. 
Nothing was left standing in the city 
but the walls of a few stone houses. 
The streets were paved with dead. 

OFFICIALS PERISHED. 

The Governor of Martinique, M. Mou- 
tet, arrived at St. Pierre a short time 
before the catastrophe occurred, and it 
is believed he perished with the other 
inhabitants. The American and Eng- 
lish Consuls, together with their fami- 
lies, are also believed to have been 


killed. 
The Suchet rescued thirty persons 
from the doomed city, but nine of 


them died of their injuries before they 
reached Point-a-Pitre. 

The Suchet took on board here a 
quantity of provisions and started 
back for Martinique to render what as- 
sistance she can. 

Fort de France, the capital of Marti- 
nique, has been placed under military 
guard. The negroes in the country 
districts are demanding food. Hot mud 
and cinders are falling in Fort de 
France. 

FEW SURVIVORS. 

The steamer Korona has arrived at 
Dominica with nine survivors of the 
steamer Roralma. Eighteen others be- 
longing to the same vessel were taken 
to Fort de France. The Korona re- 
ports that St. Pierre was overwhelmed 
with an avalanche of fire and lava. 
that was apparently thrown out from 
a new crater on Mont Pelee. Shortly 
after the eruption began there was a 
tidal wave. The air was thick with 
voleanic dust that buried the city and 
neighborhood to a considerable depth 
in dust. 

The cable steamer Grappler was ly- 
ing in the roadstead at St. Pierre when 
the disaster occurred, and she is among 
the vessels that were lost. 

ST. VINCENT ERUPTION. 

There has also been a tremendous 
volcanic eruption in the Island of St. 
Vincent. Beginning at 10 o'clock on 
the evening of May 7, a thundering 
noise was heard coming from La Sou- 
friere, and this continued until 10 
o'clock next morning. This roaring 
was accompanied with vivid flashes 
of lightning. People were thrown into 
a state of panic. Vast columns of 
smoke ascended from the volcano, and 
at 3 o'clock scoria began to fall like 
hail. This continued for half an 
hour. when heavy dust began to fall, 
and continued for hours. Lava was 
discharged in great streams, which 
plunged down the mountan side burn- 
ing the tropical foliage like so much 
dried straw. The great Walliboo and 
Richmond estates are reported to have 
been overwhelmed by the lava.

Putrifying in the Debris—The Few 
Survivors Horribly Burned and Muti- 
lated—Relief Work Progressing. 


‘BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P MM) 
FORT DE FRANCE (Island of Mar- 
tinique) May 11.—{By West Indian 
Cable.) Advices received here today 
from the vicinity of St. Pierre, (ten 
miles from here.) contain further de- 
talls of the terrible volcanic upheaval 
which resulted in the utter destruc- 
tion of that town, and the death of 
nearly all its inhabitants. 
The crater of Mont Pelee has deen 
wearing its smoke cap since May 3, 
but there was nothing untl last Mon- 
day to indicate there was the slight- 
est danger. On that day a stream of 
boiling lava burst through the 
of the crater, nd plunged into the 
valley ot the River Blanche, over- 
whelming the Guerin sugar works and 
killing twenty-three work people and 
the son of the proprietor. 

A commission was appointed by the 
Governor to inves:igate the outbreak, 
and it returned a reassuring report 
on Wednesday evening. But about 8 
o'clock on Thursday morning a shower 
of fire. rushed down on St. Pierre 
and the coast from Le Cerbet, which 
had a population of 6000, to Le 
Precheur, which had a population of 
4000, burning up everything in its 


path. 

UNBEARABLE HEAT. 

Throughout Thursday the heat in 
the vicinity of St. Pierre was 80 in- 
rense and the stream of flowing lava 
was so unremitting, that it was im- 
possible to approach the town during 
the early part of the day. As even- 
ing approached the French cruiser 
Suchet, after a heroic battle with the 
heat, suffocation and sulphur fumes, 
succeeded in making a dash toward the 
shore, nearing the land close enough 
to enable her to take off thirty sur- 
wivors of the disaster, all of whom 
were terribly burned and mutilated. 

THIRTY THOUSAND CORPSES. 

St. Plerre at the time was an abso- 
lute smoking waste, concealing 30,000 
corpses, whose rapid decomposition 
necessitated in some cases instantly 
completing their cremation, which was 
only partly accomplished by the 
la va. 

The inhabitants of Fort de France 
were panic-stricken the morning of 
the disaster, when the sky suddenly 
blackened, until it was as dark as 
midnight. The sea shrank back 
thirty yards, and hot rain began to 
fall, while gravel the size of walnuts 
poured down on the town.

Lava—Enguifed in Boiling Water. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

ST. LUCIA (B. W. I) May 10.—({Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] The British steamer 
Roddam arrived here from St. Pierre. 
French island of Martinique, Thurs- 
day afternoon, in a pitable condition. 
Her decks were burned. Ten men of 
her crew were dead, and their bodies 
on the deck were encrusted in ashes. 
The remainder of the crew were fear- 
fully burned, and three of them have 
since died in the hospital here. The 
super-cargo, chief clerk and others 
threw themselves overboard to avoid 
burning lava. 

The captain of the Roddam reports 
that about 8:30 o'clock Thursday 
morning at St. Pierre, a shower of 
red-hot scoria fell on board the vessel 
and set her on fire. The failing fire 
at the same time killed or disabled the 
crew. All the shipping in the road- 
stead of St. Pierre was set afire. 

Shortly afterward there was a h 
tidal wave of boiling water which - 
gulfed the vessels in the bay, includ- 
ing the Quebec Steamship Company's 
steamship Roraima, bound for New 
York, and the cable steamer Grappler. 
All on board these ships were en- 
gulfed and lost. 

The captain says a shower of fire 
fell over St. Pierre, the town was de- 
stroyed and the inhabitants burned 
to death. He estimates that 40,000 
persons lost their lives. 

Eye witnesses of the awful disaster 
at St. Pierre state taat the top of 
Monte Pelee was biown away with a 
tremendous report. This was followed 
by a horrible rush of molten matter 
which fell with incredibie rapidity 
into the town. The town and vessels 
in the harbor were still burning at 
last reports. 

A large zone of country has been 
laid waste by the eruption, and hun- 
dreds of people are without food or 
shelter. 

The British lieutenant in charge of 
the garrison at St. Lucia reports that 
both craters on the British island of 
St. Vincent are emitting an enormous 
volume of smoke, lava and hot ashes. 
The northern end of the island is cut 
off from the southern end by an enor- 
mous stream of lava. The entire 
northern end of St. Vincent is being 
laid waste. 

mall craters are bursting every- 
where. No vessel can approach the 
northern shore of the island on ac- 
count of the intense heat and steam 
whica is coming from all sides. It is 
estimated that about two hundred 
lives have been lost on the island of 
St. Vincent. It is thought that when 
the details are received that the loss 
of life will prove to be much heavier. 
Kingstown, the capital of the island, 
is ali right up to the present time, but 
it is being bombarded with stones 
from volcanic craters. 

The terrific force of the eruption at 
St. Vincent may be illustrated by one 
incident. Ashes in great quantities 
fell on the deck of the British steam- 
ship Coya, Capt. Eten, when she was 
250 miles away from the island.

OUFRIERE’S OVERFLOW 
AND ERUPTION. 


— 
TERRIBLE VOLCANIC OUTBREAK 
ON ST. VINCENT ISLAND. 


Mountain Labors and Brings Forth a 
Terrible Flcod of Lava, Steam, Boil- 
ing Water, Redhot Rocks and Ashes. 
Tremendous Quages and Noises. 


‘(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.1 

KINGSTON (Island of St. Vincent. 
B. W. I.) May 10, via Castries, Island 
of St. Lucia, B. W. I. May i1.—After 
numerous earthquakes, during the pre- 
ceding fortnight, accompanied by sub- 
terranean noises in the direction of 
Soufriere volcano, on the northwest 
part of the island, a loud explosion 
from the crater occurred Monday last, 
and the water in the crater lake as- 
cended in a stupendous cloud of steam 
and exploded heavily. The noises grew 
louder continually until Wednesda y 
morning, when the old crater, three 
miles in circumference, and the new 
crater, formed by the last eruption, 
belched smoke and stones, forcing the 
residents of Richmond Valley, be- 
neath the volcano, to flee to Chateau 
Belaire for refuge. 

The thunderous noises which were 
continually increasing, were heard in 
neighboring islands two hundred miles 
away. At midday the craters ejected 
enormous clouds of steamy vapor, ris- 
ing majestically eight miles high and 
expanding into wonderful shapes, re- 
sembling enormous caulifiowers, 
gantic wheels and beautiful flower for- 
mations streaked up, down and cross- 
wise with vivid flashes of lightning. 
awing the beholder. The mountain la- 
bored to rid itself of a mass of molten 
lava Which later flowed in Gx streams 
down the side of the volcano, and the 
greater noises following, united in one 
continuous roar all evening, through 
the night to Thursday morning, ac- 
companied with black rain, falling dust 
and scoria, attended with midnight 
darkness all Wednesday, creating fear 
and anxious suspense. 

On the morning of Friday there was 
a fresh eruption and ejections of flery 
matter, more dust covering the isl- 
and, in some places two feet deep. 

The crater is still active as this dis- 
patch is sent, and great loss of life 
is believed to have occurred. 

The lava has destroyed several dis- 
tricts with their live stock, people are 
fleecing to this town, streams are dried 
up and in many places a food and 
water famine is threatened. The gov- 
ernment is feeding numbers of sufferers 
from the outbreak. Great physical 
changes have taken place in the neigh- 
borhood of the Soufriere 

Several districts have not yet been 
heard from, and the scene cf the erup- 
tion is unapproachable. Every hour 
brings sadder news. The nurses and 
doctors are overworked. 

It is impossible to give full details 
at present. Asa result of the disaster 
on this island, all business has been 
suspended for three days. The public 
mind is still unsettled, fearing further 
disaster. 

Among the deaths are whole families 
whose corpses are in several places stil’ 
lying unburied. The dead will be in- 
terred in trenches. 


BRITISH SUCCOR. 
WARSHIPS ORDERED TO SCENE. 


LONDON, May 11.—{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) Sir Robert Llewellyn, the Gov- 
ernor of the Windward Islands, has ca- 
bled to the Colonial Office from St. Lu- 
cla as follows: 
“In continuation of my last telegram 
my intention was go to St. Vincent 
in a small coasting steamer, but I 
was strongly advised not to attempt 
the trip. as the steamer narrowly es- 
caped being wrecked yesterday, and as 
the weather was looking very bad in 
that direction.

DISTRESS AT ST. VINCENT.

[West Indian Cable. ] Advices received 
here from the Island of Dominica to- 
day say that boats arriving there re- 
port that many persons were drowned 
while crossing to Dominica from the 
island of Martinique, where some of 
the out-parishes have been inundated. 
The eruption of Mont Pelee continues. 
The lava is progressing northward. 
The whole northern region is now a 
rocky waste, denuded of vegetation. 
Reports from the island of St. Vin- 
cent say that up to the afternoon of 
Friday last over 200 deaths had oc- 
eurred there owing to the volcanic out- 
break in that island. Definite news. 
however, is lacking. Many estates were 
jestroyed and steam and ashes were 
velched forth from 7 in the morning 
until 9:39 at night.

It is reported that Fort de France 
(Martinique) is threatened. Great ten- 
sion prevails everywhere throughout 
the West Indies. 


FRENCH UNMOVED. 


LITTLE INTEREST IN DISASTER. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRBESS—P.M.! 

PARIS, May 11.—[{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Even now, when fuller details 
of the Martinique disaster are arriv- 
ing, the Parisians show few outward 
signs of interest in the affair. From 
the appearance of the streets of which 
the people are thronging the cafés and 
other public resorts, it would never 
be supposed that half of one of 
France's most flourishing colonies had 
been wiped out of existence. 

A small crowd gathers daily at the 
Ministry of the Colonies, waiting for 
bulletins which are posted, as the 
West Indian dispatches arrive. This 
crowd is composed of natives of Mar- 
tinique, a number of whom are attend- 
ing the government schools here, re- 
porters in quest of news and women 
with relatives at St. Pierre. . 

The only signs of public mourning 
are the half-masted flags over the gov- 
ernment buildings. The people today 


presented their usual holiday-making 
appearance. 
The Temps, in an editorial this 


morning remarks that so many matters 
of public interest have occurred this 
week, railroad accidents, the disaster 
at Martinique, a huge swindling case, 
and the elections, that they neutralize 
each other, while had they come singly, 
each one would have monopolized the 
public mind. 


IN TWINKLING OF EYE. 
CITY'S QUICK DESTRUCTION. 
(RY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P M.1 
LONDON, May 12.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
le.] A dispatch to the Times from 
St. Thomas, D. W. I., says that St. 
Pierre was destroyed in the twinkling 
of an eye, and that not forty of the 

inhabitants of the city escaped. 

Some of the outlying parishes of the 
island of Martinique have n inun- 
dated, the whole northern portion of 
the island is burning, it has been de- 
nuded of vegetation, and is a rocky 
wilderness. 

“The latest news received here from 
St. Vincent,” continues the correspond- 
ent, says the number of dead there 
is supposed to reach 500, the majority 
of whom have not been buried.” 

“It is reported that Fort de France, 
Island of Martinique, is threatened,” 
concludes the correspondent, “and 
there is frightful tension everywhere.” 


7 GRAVE ALARM. 

OVER FATE OF Sr. VINCENT. 
{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

LONDON, May 11.-—[By Atlantic 
Cable.}] The latest dispatches received 
here say that the state of affairs at 
St. Vincent creates grave alarm, espe- 
cially as dispatches from the Island of 
Dominica, forwarded Sunday, reported 
that the Soufriere volcano in St. Vin- 
cent was still in active eruption. Four 
small boats loaded with refugees from 
Grand Riviere, Martinique, have ar- 
rived at Dominica in a pitiable condi- 
tion. They report that six other boats 
left that village at the same time. It 
is not known what became of them. 

The very slight discrepancies in the 
accounts of the volcanic outbreaks in 
the West Indies which have reached 
London, leave only a shadow of hope 
that the later details will greatly min- 
imize the extent of the catastrophe, 
and the fear is beginning to seize the 
British papers that even worse news 
may come. 

The Standard in an editorial this 
morning says: “It is only too clear 
that the area affected is larger than 
known at first. If Dominica and St. 
Lucia have not suffered greatly there 
is reason to fear that their turn may 
come, nor is it by any means unlikely 
that corresponding convulsions have 
not occurred or may not soon follow 
on the mainiand of Central and South 
America. In the presence of such 
forces man is helpless, and we can 
only prepare to relieve the survivors 
as speedily as possible. The United

MORALES’ FIRST MURDER. 

Morales is a native of Los Angeles 
county and a member of a numerous 
family which formerly owned much 
property in the vicinity of Monrovia 
and the towns in that vicinity. He 
Was never possessed of much wealth 
because the estate of his family had 
been divided, anu much of it was in 
litigation. He worked as a laborer in 
the vicinity of San Gabriel, and lived 
in that town with a woman who was 
mot his wife.

With Wilson went Constable Smith to

sistance then, but asked Wilson to

It was cold weather and Wilson wore | 
a heavy overcoat, in the side pocket

ber Colt. As he stooped over to 
get the shoes Morales saw the handle 
of the gun sticking out of the overcoat 


pocket, and in an instant grabbed the 


weapon and sprang backward, at the 
game time covering the officer with the 


gun. Wilson started toward him, . 
when, without a word, Morales raised | 


the gun and fired. The bullet struck 


Wilson in the groin and passed entirely | 


through the body. Quickly turning, 


Morales fired another shot, this time |

This fight made it unsafe for him 
to remain in Lower California, for, al- 
though the wounds in his face healed, 
they left such scars that he was a 
marked man. He then went into 
Sonora, and took up his residence not 
far from the American boundary. With 
him were two other Mexicans, one 
of whom is wanted in San Diego 
county for attempted murder. The 
three lived off the country. They 
made frequent trips into Arizona and 
drove off cattle, which they either 
slaughtered or sold 

HOW HE WAS CAPTURED. 


Many times during the past two 
years Sheriff Hammel has received in- 
formation as to the location of the 
much-wanted murderer. Several times 
has Sheriff’ Hammel gone to and be- 


yond the border, in the hope of cap- 


turing him, only to find that either 
his information was at fault, or that 
Morales had moved before his ar- 
rival. On one of these trips Sheriff 
Hamme! succeeded in communicating 
with the two men who were with 
Morales, and offered them induce- 
ments to bring about nis capture. I. 
was not certain that they could be 
trusted, but the officers knew that it 
would be impossible to capture the 
man alive, except by stealth. In this 
work Sheriff Gus Livingston, Under 
Sherif Bean and Deputy Sheriff Near 
of Yuma rendered every assistance 
possible. 

It was through the duplicity of his 
two companions that Morales was 
finally taken. With them he left the 
Mexican side of the line several days 
ago, and started for the Arizona side 
for the purpose of robbing a ranch 
house. They stopped at a ranch 
about ten miles this side of the boun- 
dary, and there Morales vas given 
several drinks, which had been 
drugged, and fell asleep. By the offi- 
cers the murderer's companions had 
been supplied with handcuffs, and 
when Morales awoke his wrists were 
encircled in bands of steel, and his 
legs were securely tied. There was 
no fight, for the reason that those 
with him knew that in an open com- 
bat they would have had no chance, 
and they chose the only way of tak- 
ing him. 

This plan of capture was arranged 
by Sheriff Hammel. At his s«equese 
Sheriff Livingston of Yuma had sent 
out two men th search for Morales. 
The expenses of these men amounted 
10 $135, and this Sheriff Hammel 
paid when the prisoner was delivered 
to him. 

When Sheriff Hammel reached Yuma 
he found Morales ina cell in the 
little jail there, shackled hand and 
foot, and securely bound. At his re. 
quest the irons were removed, and this 
so won the murderer's gratitude that 
yesterday in the County Jail he said, 
through an Interpreter: “I don't care 
if they hang me, but that Sheriff is 
all right, and I'll always de his 
friend.”

He said yesterday 
that after the murder he rode south 
until his horse gave out, and then he 
went on through San Diego county 
into Lower California, where be re- 
mained for more than two years, al- 
though he made frequent trips to this 
side of the line. He says that the 
nearest he came to being captured was 
when he was shot by the Mexican 
judge. For that official he expresses 
the greatest contempt. “After I was 
shot, he said yesterday, “I thought 
I had a man before me who would 
fight, but when I began shooting at 
him he ran away. He might have 
taken me. for I could not see the sights 
on my gun.” 

Morales prides himself on his skill 
with firearms. He says he knew he 
would have to fight for his life some 
day, and he therefore practiced con- 
stantly with his revolver, spending all 
his money for ammunition. He re- 
tained the gun with which he killed 
Wilson until a few days before his 
capture.

Cubans Warmly Greet 
Their President. 


Flag of New Republic 
Floats Over Morro. 


Great Rejoicing Over Coming 
of New Executive—Much 
Speechmaking. 


‘(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.1 

HAVANA, May 11.—[By West In- 
dian Cable.] At 7:30 this morning a 
large Cuban flag was hoisted over 
Morro Castle here, a signal that the 
steamer Julla with President-elect 
Palma and his party on board, had 
been sighted. Cheers went up from 
the thousands who had awaited the 
Julfa’s arrival since daybreak, cheers 
for the new President and flag, which 
was hoisted over the famous fortress 
for the first time. 

It was a moment of exultation for 
the Cubans, and the fact that the 
Stars and Stripes floated from its cus- 
tomary flagstaff beside the Cuban flag 
over the castle did not lessen their en- 
thusiasm. 

A great fleet of vessels that had 
gone out to escort the Julia, returned 
a few hours later. As the Julia en- 
tered the harbor, bands stationed 
along the water front played the 
Cuban national hymn, steamers saluted 
continually, there were cheers from 
the crowded wharves, and church bells 
were rung. The procession entered 
between rows of decorated tugs and 
barges. The several warships in the 
harbor also were decorated. Near by 
the Stars and Stripes floated over the 
wreck of the Maine. and under this 
flag streamed a black and white pen- 
nant placed there by the Cuban com- 
mission in charge of the festivities. 

At the wharf the President-elect was 
welcomed by Vice-President Esteve 
and Sefiora Duree, each delivering «a 
brief address. A feature here was 
twenty-three _ young Cuban women 
dressed in cobtumes representing the 
American republic. 

Later the President-elect was es- 
corted by members of the rural guard 
to the palace, where he was received 
by Gov.-Gen. Wood, his staff and three 
secretaries. From here the Pres- 
dent-el@ct r to the municipal 
council] building, where speeches were 
made by the Mayor of Havana and 
Sefior Zaya. The latter welcomed Sefior 
Paima in behalf of the people of all 
classes and all political beliefs.

count. 

This was more than the betrayed 
members of the pool would stand. 
Finally the backers of the pool, with 
fortunes aggregating more than $70,- 
000,000, refused to furnish further as- 
Sigtance. It was about dusk on the 
evening of August 3, 1896, that the 
Moores threw up the sponge and an- 
nounced that they were insolvent, at 
the same time promising their cred- 
tors that they would pay their debts 
dollar for dollar. 

The day before their failure Dia- 
mond Match was quoted at 222; the day 
of the failure it had dropped to 109. 
Every broker of prominence on the 
Stock Exchange had been caught 
“long,” and all were practically insolv- 
ent. These brokers repudiated owner- 
ship of Diamond stock, and said that 
their principals were the Moores. The 
Diamond Match collapse was a com- 
plete loss to the Moores. A fortune of 
$5,000,000 was gone in the slump, and 
they found themselves $5,000,000 in debt, 
to boot. 

W. H. Moore said (and it was most 
characteristic of the man:) 

“We are a long way from being 


financially dead. We'll be on top 
again.” 

And he was right, because he male 
it right. 


At midnight of the day of the fall- 
ure of the Moore brothers, there was 
a meeting in the house of Philip D. 
Armour. At this meeting every bank 
in Chicago and the Governing Com- 
mittee of the Chicago Stock Exchange 
were represented. It was at once de- 
cided to close the Stock Ebchange in- 
definitely. The Diamond Match shares 
held by the bankers were margined at 
a figure that would protect them 
from loss and they were indifferent 
to the fate of the Stock Exchange. It 
had been their call for margins 
| amounting to $400,000, that had caused 

the collapse of the Moores. The specu- 

lative value of the failure was ap- 
proximately $20,000,000, of which §$5,- 

000,000 fell upon the Moores. 

It was advised that MW. H. Moore 
and J. B. Moore be retained in the ac- 
tive management of the Diamond 

Match Company, on account of their 
previous advancement of its interests. 

It was at this time that Edwin 
Gould, president of the Continental 
Match Company, began to pound the 
Diamond stock. He sent out circulars 
to all the bankers. brokers and stock- 
holders denying that the French or 
Austrian governments had signed con- 
tracts with the Diamond Match Com- 
pany, and succeeded in beating the 
price of Diamond Match down to 108 on 
a rising market. ;

them. In spite of the effort to make 
the Moores continue in the interests of 
the Diamond Match Company, they re- 
signed to George M. Pullman, on Sep-

After the excitement that had at- 
tended the failure of the Moores and 
the closing of the Stock Exchange, 
W. H. Moore began to negotiate with 
creditors and sharehoiders for the re- 
organisation of the Diamond Match 
Company, and the 
obligations of the brothers. So wel 
was he regarded by the banks and his 
creditors that there was not a dissent- 
ing voice to this proposition. 

Inside of two years, only $500,000 of 
their debts were left outstanding, and 
in the meantime they had set on foot 
things of even greater magnitude, for 
in this time the steel trust and the 
tin-plate trust were put on foot, and 
so successfully that the stock subscrip- 
tions offered had to be scaled down 10 
per cent. 

W. H. Moore had promised to pay his 
creditors dollar for dollar, and perhaps 
more. The bankers smiled at this, but 
he did as he had 1, and with a 
rapidity that startled the doubters. 

In January, 1899, the last $500,000 of 
their debt was paid to bankers in 
Providence, R. I. There were many of 
the Moore brothers’ notes floating about 
in Providence secured by Diamond

Our Industrial Position. 


Writing in the Forum for May, Henry 
Gannett points out that of all the man- 
ufactured goods produced on earth the 
United States contributes more than 
one-third, or 34 per cent. Its produc- 
tion of manufactured goods is neariy 
seven times as great as its proportion 
of population. Great Britain contributes 
15 per cent. of the manufactured goods 
of the earth, Germany 12 per cent. and 
France 11 per cent. 

These figures suggest an extraord!l- 
nary efficiency for the American artl- 
san, which is borne out by examination 
of the figures of production and of oc- 
cupations, The average gross manu- 
factured product per hand in the 
United States is $1909 per annum. The 
French artisan, under the same defini- 
tion, produces $650; the English arti- 
son, $485, and the German, 3450. In 
other words, the product per hand of 
the United States artisan is nearly 
three times as great as that of his near- 
est competitor. Of course it is under- 
stood that these figures, although com- 
parable with one another, ate not cor- 
rect as representing the value of the 
manufacturing processes. The value or 
the raw material should have been sub- 
tracted from that of the gross product 
before dividing it by the number of 
hands. This would naturally reduce the 
figures, but it would reduce them prae- 
tically in the same proportion. 

This enormous difference in efficiency 
between the artisans of the United 
States on the one hand and those of 
Europe on the other, which is due 
mainiy to the universal use in this 
country of the most modern machinery 
and methods, enables us not only to 
hold our own markets, but to invade 
successfully the home markets of other 
countries, to send coal to Newcastle, 
— to Sheffield and cotton to Lanca- 
shire.

Transmission gnd Power in Southern 
California Under Investigation by the 
United States Geological Survey. 


Recently there har been such a com- 
plete demonstration in California of the 
feasibility of tranemitting electric en- 
ergy at high voltage for gréat di- 
tances, that all important streams 
within 200 miles of Los Angeles or of 
San Francieco capable of developing 
substantial water power are carefully 
studied. 

The two factors producing power are 
the volume of water and the amount of 
fall, hence the United States Geologica) 
Survey, owing to its work In gauging 
streams and topographic mapping, is 
called upon from many quarters in con- 
nection with these investigations, Fre- 
quently investments of many hundred 
thousand dollars are made or rejected 
on the basis of these records. The de- 
mand for accuracy in the determina- 
tion of the low summer fiow of the 
stream ts particularly severe, and calls 
are made for a greater amount of de- 
tail, both as to the number of points 
of measurement and as to frequency, 
than it has been possible to obtain

Anniversary Sees a 
Happy Harvest. 
An Average of Two Hundred 
Needy Young Women Are 
| Helped Weekly. 


The ninth anniversary of the found- 
ing of the Young Woman's Christian 
Association of Los Angeles was fit- 
tingly observed yesterday afternoon in 
the Women's Clubhouse. The audito- 
rium was filled with an interested au- 
dience, principally women, who were 
briefily addressed by several Y.W.C.A. 
workers from other fields. 

Reports of the local work for the 
past year show that the arsociation 
has a membership of 1314, an enroll- 
ment larger than that of any other 
city of the same size in the United 
States; that the total attendance at 
association headquarters during the 
year was 170,000; that the total receipts 
were $17,733.97, and the disbursements 
$15,874.99, leaving a balance of $1859.04 
in the treasury. Of thie amount $1331.47 
was contributed especially toward fur- 
nishing the new quarters which the 
association expects soon to become pos- 
sessed of in the new Conservative Life 
Insurance building on Hill street. 

Miss Cora L. Tatham, general and 
financial secretary of the local body, 
who made the year’s report, said: 

“These statistics mean a great deal 
more than the figures indicate. 
They mean hopes renewed, lives bright- 
ened and employment furnished among 
many young women. They show the 
largest membership of any city of sim- 
Har size in the country, and there are 
few larger associations in any city. 

Here the conditions prertnt mani- 


fold oPly ‘tunities for helping strange 
youn Women. In the East the condi- 
tions are mom settled; here the 


str nger is ever among us. 

“There are many reasons why s0 
many young women have been drawn 
to our headquarters. Not only are they 
drawn by e lunch furnished there, 
but by the educational classes, the 
Bible teaching, the devotional services, 
of which there are four every day, 
with subjects elected with reference 
to woman's needs, the social hour; and 
to receive information, council, sym- 
pathy and employment. 

“If there were none of these valuable 
departments, and the work extended 
no further than keeping open @ home- 
like place for strange girls, the work 
would still be worth every dollar ex- 
pended on it. 

“And more than this, catering to the 
physical ‘needs of the stranger is the 
basic principle of the Y.W.C.A., the 
bringing of Christ into the heart of 
every young woman.

“The deaconess reports that during 
the year she has rendered assis'ance 
to an average of 208 needy girls every 
week.
